Washington, March 3.—Opening the 


White House conference of governors 
and mayors on peace lime business run' 
labor problems today. President Wilson 
promised that the federal government 
would consider itself the servant of the 
states, municipalities and counties in 
solving

and 


would perform its duty guided by sug- 
gestions of the conference. 


The president said he. hoped '-he con-, 


I'crence discussion would assume :i wide 
range including means of restoring: la- 
bor conditions to a normal basis as soon 
us possible "and to effecting such fresh 
allocations of labor and industry as the 
turcumstances may make necessary." 
=• 


Touching upon the peace conference 


he said the conferees at Paris regarded 
themselves only as servants of about 
seven hundred million people of the 
world and not as..their masters. 


Consequently, said the president, the 


conferees are anxious to keep in close 
sympathy with the peoples whom they 
represent "to find out how we can best 
assist in making their lives what they 
wish them lo be by giving them the 
opportunity that they ought to have. 


The president spoke briefly, confining 


himself largely to welcoming the visit- 
ors and promising complete federal co- 
operation. 
He explained that the de* 


mands upon his time during the day 
and a half he could remain in Wash- 
ing ton made it impossible for him to 
participate in the conference. 


The President said:

Prohibits Use of Enlisted 
Men For Common Labor 
In Camps. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Camp Sherman. Chillicothe.r March 3. 


—Enlisted men will not be retained in 
the service for the 
purpose of com- 


pleting new construction work, or sal- 
vaging guildings .or permanent 
utili- 


ties, says a war department order pub- 
lished here yesterday. 
Officers are al- 


so forbidden to use soldiers 
for . con- 


struction work where civilian labor is 
procurable. It is not thought the new 
order will release many soldiers here 
since all the. construction work in the 
camp has stopped, and the only labor 
used is for maintenance and repair of 
present equipment. 


Several hundred soldiers arrived here 


today from Camp Merrill, where they 
have been stationed since coming from 
abroad. Detachments of soldiers 
in 


contingents from 50 to 200 arrix-n he.re 
every day. After 
being assigned 
to 


camp organizations they are demobilized 
as quickly as possible. 
Usually 
the 


majority of them are from Ohio. 
Overseas men are either assigned to 


organizations in the depot brigade or 
to the convalescent centers. Almost a 
thousand overseas men are in the base 
hospital, in addition to those 
in 
the 


depot brigade and the convalescent cen- 
ters, receiving treatment for wounds. 
At the present 
time, it is estimated, 


one-half of the men stationed her*- are 
from overseas.

The people must make their choice. 


They mpst make up this new issue, 
or pay "the remaining costs of the war 
in taxes. 
If the bonds can't be sold, 


then the existing taxes, great as they 
are, will- lie far too low. 


There is of course another means of 


inducing the people lo take the loan.

In lo94 and 1596 
it was the meeting place of two re- 
markable councils of the bishops

Western Russia. In 1706 the town was 
captured by the Swedes: in 1793 it was 
added to the Russian empire; and in

Hays of the Republican national com- 
mittee, is said to be making in North 
Carolina, the object of which is to 
break the solid south. 


The plan of Mr. Hays is to have the 


North Carolina election law amended 
"so that hereafter elections may be 
honestly conducted and without dis- 
crimination 
against 
any 
class 
of 


voters." 
Needless to say. the Republican view 


of an honest election in the south is 
one in which the negro is not discrim- 
inated against. 


North Carolina is one of the "'grand- 


father clause" states. That is to say, 
among those barred from the privilege 
of suffrage are •'all persons unable to 
read and write, and whose ancestor 
was not entitled to vote prior to Jan- 
uary 1. 1867." 


The operation of this clause is to per- 


mit the many white illiterates of North 
Carolina to vote, while barring the ne- 
gro 
illiterates, the ancestor of 
the 


white illiterate being entitled to vote 
prior to January 1. 1867. whereas the 
ancestor of a negro illiterate was not. 


It is not very likely that the North 


Carolina legislature will repeal this 
clause at the behest of Mr. Hays, nor 
is it likely that the Republicans can 
elect a legislature that would repeal it 
until the old plan of fusion with Pop- 
ulists can be renewed in a period of 
h;ird limes. 


Xorth Carolina has been exceedingly 


prosperous ef late years and Populism 
does not thrive in periods of pros- 
perity. 


The enforcement of both the four- 


teenth and fifteenth amendments of the 
federal constitution has been threaten- 
ed against the south at intervals for 
some forty years past. 
Because the 


threat has never been executed, the 
southern politicians will probably be-
